The fact raised hopes 
of the pope's recovery, but his condition 
remains very grave though no immediate 
danger is apprehended.

dition continues. 
While tbe danger is 


far from removed the feeling at the Vat- 
ican is calmer.

PONTIFF LEAVES HIS BE IX

I'inces as secretary of the consistoral 
congregation a post made vacant owing 
to an appointment to the cardinals. 


A3 the pope objected to having oxy- 


gen inhaling apparatus continually un- 
der his nostrils Dr. Lapponi arranged to 
impregnate (.he whole atmosphere, of the 
room with oxygen. 


"That i.- much better," *aid the pon- 


tiff, "I #fore 1 felt as though I had lost 
my li'/e'.'ty." 


MAINTAINS HIS INTEREST. 


Although Dr. Lappuui continually rec- 


ommends tho patient not to speak and 
to pay no attention to what is passing 
outsid'c, the pope gently refuses to aban- 
don participation in what is going on. 
He said smiling, to Dr. Lupponi: 


-J 1-iniw von -av this because of your 


affection for mo, but cither my last day 
is rapidly approaching, in which cnso 1 
must employ all the time which is lett 
to me so far as I can. or else 1 shall re- 
pover, again postponing the end. Ii tins 


is the will of the Almighty nothing can 
change it." 


The pope pushed his arm chair fro the 


corridor near his writing table and then 
to the window overlooking the piazza of 
St. Peter. Noticing many people in car- 
riages the pope said: 


"The piazza looks as it does when I 


am able to perform some public func- 
tion." 


TAKES SOME NOURISHMENT. 


Dr. Lapponi's chief task now is the 


maintenance of the 
pope's strength. 


Some improvement was indicated this af- 
ternoon by the- fact that tho patient was 
more willing to take nourishment which 
vii= administered at short intervals and 
onsisted chiefly of bordeaux, champagne 
aw egs and broth, but the doctor would 
not allow the pope to partake of any- 
hing for which he expressed a desire, as 
aero is special danger in the possibility 


>f increased weakness. 


IS READY TO DEPART. 


The only persons allowed in the pope's 


bedroom tliis morning, besides the dec- 
ors and attendants were Cardinal Ham- 
jolla, Consignor Bislcti, the master of 
he pontiffical chambers, and Brigadier 
General Count Camillo Pccei, of the No- 
ble Guard, a nephew of the pope. The 
x>pe conversed for a long time 
with 


;ount Pccci, even rising and walking 
ibout the room for a few minutes, lean- 
ng on his arm. 
The pontiff cm this oc- 


casion remarked: 


"Now 1 am ready to depart, having 


settled all my afTr.ii-F. I 
feel I have 


done all in my power for the good of 
:hiirch and of 'humanity." 


WANTS TO DIE IX HARNESS.

Tho pontiff yesterday ordered that a 


piano be given to his grand nephews, al 
si. giving\lirection.s that they should be 
told that the pope thought of them in 
his last monio.nts. 


The Ciornalc D'Ualia says: 
"The improvement in the pope's condi 


tion docs not give hope of his recovery. 
He limy live throughout the day, but it 
is greii'tly feared that a change for the 
worse will supervene this evening." 


Tin- feeling at tho Vatican, however, is 


more hoppfi:! this afternoon. 


Cardinal Di Santo Stefano, the dean 


of the. Sacred College, who lias establish- 
ed himself in rooms in tbe Vatican above 
the pone's apartments, had a long con- 
ference with his secretaries today and 
gave orders that various documents, con- 
nected with the election of a new pope 
bo convoyed to the Vatican. 


A MAN OF SIMPLE TASTES. 


The pope was nlways a man of ex- 


tremely simple tastes which he brought 
from his childhood home at Cnrpinclo 
and 
possibly 
bis cautious 
tempera- 


ment curiously combined with power and 
imheshating decision, was inherited from 
his mountaineer ancestors. 


To his personal use selected, instead 


of one of 
the 
numerous 
magnificent 


suites in the Vatican a few simple rooms 
containing little beyond absolutely neces- 
sary articles. His bed stands in nleolve, 
parted from a larger room by a curtain 
hanging gracefully over marble columns. 
Above.'the bed is a picture of the Ma- 


sleep in the very chair, before his writ- 
ng table in which he now reclines. 


APPRECIATES MESSAGES. 


The pontiff makes eager inquiries as 


,o what communications have been re- 
ceived at the Vatican from foreign rul- 
•rs and was extremely pleased to loam 
that M. Nisard, the French ambassador 
to the Vatican had, in 
spite 
of the 


strained relations between the French 
republic and the Holy See, called daily 
during tihe pontiff's illness and had ex- 
mossed to Cardinal Earapolla the con- 
:ern of the French government as well 
is that of President Loubct. 


On hearing that the Austrian ambas- 


sador to the Vatican, Count Sxcc^en i)c 
Ternerin, was ill t'hc pope expressed his 
sorrow and said he hoped it was not as 
serious as his own case. When the pope 
was informed of Emperor Francis Jos- 
eph's dispatch, communicated to the Vat- 
ican by the Austrian embassy, -he said: 


"The emperor and I are the only sur- 


vivors of a past generation," 


RUMORS DECLARED FALPE. 


In Vatican circles there se.oms to he 


dissatisfaction because of the rumors in 
circulation tn the effect that those in 
•authority, instead of preventing 'the pope- 
from overtaxing his failing strength, have 
for their own purposes mused him to 
make, contrary Jo his physician's ndvioc-, 
further exertions. It is said thai (hose 
who might be eligible candidates for (he 
chair of St. Peter would not have ninny 
regrets should it hasten the end, and 
thn-t. regardless of the pontiff's feebleness, 
they worked upon his harmless, natural 
pride in the vigor of his constitution und 
bis venerable age to encourage him to 
preside at the two recent consistories, as 
well as to undertake numerous vecoptions 
of pilgrims and other visitors to the 
Eternal city, notwithstanding the precar- 
ious condition of his health since the op- 
eration of 1SOD, which had grown much 
worse during t-hc last few months.

Vengeance on Patrolman Masscy's 


Slayer-Houses of Colored 


People Bombarded. 


EVANSVILLE, Iiid., July 6.—This 


city is quiet this morning and there are | 
no signs of the mob violence that agitat- 
ed the-population all of last night. Busi- 
ness is moving into the even tenor, of its 
way. A trip in the business section re- 
veals the fact that much damage was 
done to numerous stores, especially to 
the hardware houses many 
of which 


were, entered tind robbed of guns and am- 
munition. Thousands of shots were fir- 
ed during the night, but so far as learn- 
ed no one was killed although a number 
of people are said to have gcen wounded. 
Several negroes wen; caught by mobs 
and ulniixt beaten to death before the 
police could save them. 


The chief demonstration of the night 


was an attack upon the county jail be- 
tween 10 and 1 o'clock. Several thou- 
sand men crowded tho streets before the 
building, and finally obtained 
entrance 


through the fortified gates to the yard 
where they began to batter the windows 
of the jiiil. Efforts to prevent this were 
futile, Hiid the crowd held sway. Hie po- 
lice of the city being occupied with pre- 
venting the sightseer.- from invading the 
front part of the building and rnnsack- 


g the sheriff's residence. 
After 4.1m mob was thoroughly satis- 


fied fiiJit L. 0. Hrown,"tho murderer of

They noticed ihflt she had not been about 
the place since Thursday of last week, 
neglecting to visit their rooms and make 
up the beds, but they thought perhaps 
she had gone aw.iy visiting 
aud 
said 


nothing. 


Fourth of July they began to grow sus- 


picious that something had 
happened. 


They tried the kitchen doors, but wera 
not able to gain access. They made in- 
quiries of neighbors who told them tb»t 
Mrs. Beck never went away visiting. Thii 
mnrning tliey ascertained that her horse 
was at the stable and had been fed by 
hired men and she had not been there 
after the horse at all. 


At 1 o'clock this afternoon they noti- 


fied the police. 
Officer Harms went1 to 


the Beck home, broke in the rear kitchen 
door and there discovered the body lay- 
iiu: behind the fitovc. the head to tb» 
south and feet ro tho north. ?hc lay on 
her back. There was nothing about the 
placr to indicate that she had committed 
suicide and so far as could be seen there 
were no marks of violence on the body. 
From 'the appearance of the body it look- 
ed as if tiie wottxin bad been taken sick, 
that she was in ih? kitchen preparing 
some warm drink, fell over in a fit and 
died, but, Coroner Hoylc has Ixvn notified 
and taken charge of the body nnd Dr. 
Pornnsnn will make an examination to de- 
cide upon 'the cause of death. 


Mrs. Beck was between Go and TO years 


of a^'e. Her husband the late John E. 
Beck, was a merchant tailor and later a 
saloon keeper.

It 
will pu.-.s down into history as ;i remark- 
able one for lires :uid the fact thai nioit 
of the number wove of iuermliary origin. 
Although only barns were lir<vl the loss 
will exceed ?0.000. At first it was be- j 
lieved that the fires were started by a 
gang of thieves following Ringling Bros. 
circsus, the object, being to atlruet peo- 
ple from their homes and eomniit burg- 
lary, but this supposition was dispelled, 
lor iiol a single iittempt at robbery was 
made. Then the belief prevailed that 
some crank or gang of boys, out on n 
1'ourth of July tear, did the work, but 
so far as Fire Marshal James Cape and 
Chief of Police Pfister have been able to 
ascertain, after a very careful investiga- 
tion, nothing of a dellnile nature has 
been unearthed. The fact remains the 
same. however, that malicious persons 
were bent on burning the south part of 
the city, for no less than four large 
barns, nil containing from ten to twen- 
ty-five head of horses, were iired, and 
they are located in a thickly populated 
district and close together. Then again 
an attempt was made to burn the old 
plant of the liaciiie Fire Engine com- 
pany. 
: 


So rapid did the alarms eomc in that 


the fin-men would no sooner get through 
with one conflagration than they would 
be obliged to ntart for another, in fnct 
the teams were not unhitched in ninny 
instances. The work .-oon commenced to 
tell upon the teams and one of the them- 
icil hordes went lame and eou'.d not be 
used. The men weve about fagged out 
and although the tires never got hcyond 
the huilding.s in which they started, it 
can be attributed to the good judgment 
of Fire Mnr.-hal Cape and his men, also 
to the fortunate circumstance that no 
wind prevailed. The lire marshal took 
the precaution to always have one tire 
company ready in the chemical house in 
case tire should break out in the cen- 
tral part of the, city.

The Alabama station (Auburn) gives 


the following remilts of experiments la 
bulletin 121: Bitter weed taste was re- 
moved from cream by mixing it with 
two or more parts of water at any tem- 
perature above 70 degrees F. and then 
running it through a cream separator. 
No meana were found by which bitter 
weed taste could be removed from 
milk. The compound In tbe bitter weed 
which gives the milk « bitter taste Is 
held very largely, if not entirely, In the 
milk "serum. Tbe more completely the 
serum is separated from the fat tbe less 
IE the degree of bitterness in tbe cream. 
Wild onion flavor was not removed 
from tbe cream by mixing It with wa- 
ter and tben running It through, the 
cream separator. Saltpeter dissolved In 
the water thus used wns of no value. 
No method was found by which the 
onion flavor conld be removed from 
either the milk or cream. The com- 
pound In the wild onion which gives 
the milk a bad flavor Is held very large- 
ly If not entirely, by the fat and the 
more completely tbe serum Is separat- 
ed from tho fat the more concentrated 
Is the onion flavor In the cream. 


Billion, ot Bacteria. 


At the recent Ontario dairymen's 


meeting Dr. W. J. Conuell dealt with 
bacteria and showed Instances where 
the ordinary laws of cleanliness had 
not been observed the presence of 
25,000,000,000 of bacteria In si* spots 
of milk. 
A delegate jokingly inquired of tne 


doctor if there wae a market for these 
bacteria. 
. 


He at once replied, "Yes, they are 


sold as cheese at 12 cents per pound." 
The doctor went on to state that the 
time had come when they must preach 
the doctrine ot more care in the dairies. 
They must apply English, temperature 
conditions throughout from tbe time 
tho milk left the cow until the cheese 
was put on the market. He thought GO 
or 65 degrees F. should be insisted up- 
on for cheese. For butter .making a 
lower temperature.would be advisable. 


Bnt<*r of Htel> Color. 


It Is a very rare thing that an or- 


dinary cow will not give a well colored 
butter when she is fed on good fresh 
grass nnd clover pasture, says the 
Practical Farmer, but cows differ In 
this respect to more or less extent. This 
Important qualification of a cow may 
bo said to be of much value, not only 
for the high popular appreciation of ! 
such yellow colored butter, but equally 
for the reason Unit this high color goes 
HR well with a specially fine aromatic 
flavor which is found only in the best 
quality of butter made from n good

VISITS KING EDWARD 


Loubet's Arrival in Loiidon.Macle

LONDON, July C.—President Loubet, 


the first president of the republic who

POPE STILL LIKES 


DEATH IS 


Not the Least Hope Held Out ior 


His Eecov-ery Though He is 


Resting Easier Today., 


REALIZES END IS NEAR 


Gives Out His Last, Directions 


and Declares He Wants to 


Die in Harness. 


COTTGHM-GGRAVATES 


PATIENT'S CONDITION 


Feeling at Vatican More Relieved Al- 


though All Seem to Realize Toat 


final Dissolution is Kot 


Far Aivay. 


ROME, July 6, 2 J5 p. m.—Only two 


bulletins regarding the pope's 
health 


•will be issued daily, the doctors agreeing 
that there are n-o sufficient changes in 
condition to •warrant bulletins more of- 
ten. 
The pope insists on staying up and 


walking at'-iniervals, saying that weak- 
ness is the worst part of his illness, 
against which the remedy is activity. 


4 p. m.—A fit of coughing disturbed 


what prostrated after a rather exciting 
morning and is now enjoying much need- 
ed sleep. 


4 p. m.—A fit of caughing disturbed 


the pope's sleep. Coughing might bene- 
fit him. by relieving the lungs of the ca- 
tarrhol obstruction, but, owing to his 
weak state, it is very trying and ex- 
hausting. 


5:45 p. m.—For the first time since the 


pope's illness took a serious turn Dr. 
Lapponi ventured to leave the Vatican 
this afternoon for one hour on urgent 
private business. The fact raised hopes 
of the pope's recovery, but his condition 
remains very grave though no immediate 
danger is apprehended. 


5:50 p. m.—The pope has taken some 


food. A slight improvement in his con- 
dition continues. 
While the d-nnger is 


far from removed the feeling at the Vat- 
ican is calmer. Another consultation of 
doctors will be held at 7:30 p. m., after 
which a bulletin will probably be issued. 


PONTIFF LEAVES HIS BED. 


A bulletin issued this morning states 


that there is a slight improvement in the 
pope's condition. The weakness of his 
holiness is becoming more marked, hut 
his breathing has become more regular. 
The pontiff has left his bed. Cardinal 
Oreglia the cardinal Camerolingo occupy- 
ing rooms on the third floor of the Vati- 
can just above the pope's apartment. 


CONDITION XO WORSE. 


Ine text of the bulletin issued this 


morning by the pope's physicians is as 
follows: 


Although his holiness passed the night 


almost without sleep, he is not so un- 
easv as he was yesterday. The pope has 
bee'n benefited by the injection of digital- 
is and camphor, and the condition of his 
chest is nonnal. There is a slight cough, 
with some catharrhal 
emission, 
t-nlfi- 


ciem. nourishment has been taken. The 
pulse is still weak but not intermittent 
and 
the temperature is below 
normal. 


The condition of the august patient tehe- 
fore cannot he described as better, but 
it certainly is no worse. 


Lapponi. 
Mazzonni. 


The amelioration in the pope's condi- 


tion this morning was so unnatural, con- 
sidering the gravity of his illness, that it 
was feared that possibly it was the last 
flickering of the vital flame. 


ORDERS AS USUAL. 


During tliis brighter interval the pope 


resumed his habit of commanding and 
insisted on giving orders for the prepar- 
ation of the brief appointing Mgr. Yol- 
poni, actually secretary 
of letter? to 


Pinces as secretary of the consistoral 
congregation a post made vacant owing 
to an appointment to the cardinals. 


As the pope objected to having oxy- 


gen inhaling apparatus continually un- 
der his nostrils Dr. Lapponi arranged to 
impregnate the whole atmosphere of the 
room with oxygen. 


"That is much better," said the pon 


tiff, "before I felt as though I had lost 
my li'jevty." 


MAINTAINS HIS INTEREST. 


Although Dr. Lnpponi continually rec- 


ommends the patient not to speak and 
to pay no attention to what is passing 
outside, the pope gently refuses to aban- 
don participation in what is going on 
He said smiling, to Dr. Lapponi: 


"I know you -ay Ibis because of your 


affection fur me, but either my last day 
is rapidly approaching, in which ense 1 
must employ all the time which is left 
to me so far as f can. or else I shall re 
cover, again postponing the end. If this 


i-s the will of the Almighty nothing can 
change it." 


The pope pushed his anil choir to the 


corridor near his writing table and then 
to the window overlooking the piazza of 
St. Peter. Noticing many people in car- 
riages the pope said: 


"The piazza looks as it does when I 


am able to perform some public func- 
tion." 


TAKES SOME NOURISHMENT. 


Dr. Lapponi's chief task now is the 


maintenance of the 
pope's strength. 


Some, improvement was indicated this af- 
ternoon by the fact that the patient was 
more willing to take nourishment which 
vas administered at short intervals and 
consisted chiefly of bordeaux, champagne 
raw egs and broth, but the doctor would 
not allow the pope to partake of any- 
:hing for which he expressed a desire, as 
luere is special danger in the possibility 
of increased weakness. 


IS READY TO DEPART. 


The only persons allowed in the pope's 


bedroom this morning, besides the doc- 
tors and attendants were Cardinal Ram- 
lolla, MonsigEor Bisleti, the master of 
:he pontiffi-cal chambers, and Brigadier 
General Count Camillo Pecci, of the No- 
)le Guard, a nephew of the pope. The 
K>pe conversed for a long time 
with 


Count 
Pecci, even rising and walking 


iborit the room for a few minutes, lean- 
ng on his arm. The pontiff on this oc- 
casion remarked: 


"Now I am ready to depart, having 


settled all my affairs. I 
feel I have 


done all in my power for the good of 
church and of "humanity." 


VTANTS TO DIE IN HARNESS. 
The newspapers 
here contain many 


conflicting statements about the pope 
and his condition. The Tribuna says: 


'He spends his time partly in bed and 


partly in an arm chair. 
Expectorating 


,s the first sign thus far of any organic 
reaction and it is said 
to be a good 


symptom that the pope's weakness is in- 
creasing.'' 


All those who have seen the pope flre 


struck with his indominatable energy. 
He is reported as still addressing those 
about him in imperious tones. 


'No doubt." the pontiff is reported to 


have said, "I am near my end, but 1 
want to die in harness." Over five hun- 
dred 
telegrams 
expressing sympathy 


ith the pope or asking for news of his 


condition arrived at the Vatican today, 
ncluding 
messages 
from 
President 


Roosevelt, King Edward and Emperor 
Francis Joseph. 


Dowager Queen Margherata is report- 


ed to have asked for news about the pon- 
tiff. 


The most important telegrams of in- 


quiries are communicated to the pope. 


REALIZES END IS NEAR. 


After receiving the sacrament yester- 


day the pope said: 


'I am now near my end. I do not 


know if all I have done has been good, 
hut I certainly obeyed my conscience 
and our faith." 


The pontiff yesterday ordered that a 


piano he given to his grand nephews, al- 
so giving directions that they should be 
told that the pope thought of them in 
his last moments. 


The Oiornale D'ltalia says: 
"The improvement in the pope's condi- 


tion does not give hope of his recovery. 
He may live throughout the day, but it 
is greatly feared that a change for the 
worse will supervene this even-ing." 


The feeling at the Vatican, however, is 


more hopeful this afternoon. 


Cardinal Di Santo Stefano, the dean 


of the Sacred College, who has establish- 
ed himself in rooms in the Vatican above 
the pope's apartments, had a long con- 
ference with his secretaries today and 
•ave orders that various document* con- 
nected with the election of a new pope 
be conveyed to the Vatican. 


A MAN OF SIMPLE TASTES. 


The pope was always a man of ex- 


tremely simple tastes which he brought 
from his childhood home at Carpineto 
and 
possibly 
his cautious 
tempera- 


ment curiously combined with power and 
unhesitating decision, was inherited from 
his mountaineer ancestors. 


To his personal use selected, instead 


of one of 
the 
numerous 
magnificent 


suites in the Vatican a few simple rooms- 
containing little beyond absolutely neces- 
sary articles. His bed stands in aleolve, 
parted from a larger room by a curtain 
hanging gracefully over miirblc columns. 
Above the bed is a picture of the Ma- 
donna and child. 
Beside it a prayer 


table surmounted 
by 
a 
cruicible. A 


\vnrdrobc against the wail faces ilie bed 
and between the latter and the wall is 
a couch. The rest of the room is used 
as a study and contains a writing table 
with a crucifix, chair and tables, and 
books. 


The pope has just giver striking proof 


of his well known taste for the classics. 
He has partly compiled and partly cor- 
rected a new Latin poem which he has 
entrusted to Monsignor Angclio one of 
his private secretaries, directing tilrn to 
have it priulod for publication, adding 


"I slMll die happier in thinikng thai: 


.something will remain of me that 1 have 
done nt Mic very-last moment." 


The pope, even when in good health, 


sometimes sleeps only four or five hours 
each night ami often in the morning his 
bed is undisturbed and the pope ii found 


asleep in the very chair, before his writ- 
ing table in which he now reelines. 


APPRECIATES MESSAGES. 


The pontiff makes eager inquiries as 


to what communications ho.ve been re- 
ceived at the Vatican from foreign rul- 
ers and was extremely pleased to learn 
that II. Nisard. the French ambassador 
to the Vatican had, in 
spite of the 


strained relations between the French 
republic and the Holy See, called daily 
during the pontiff's illness and had ex- 
pressed to Cardinal Rarapolla the con- 
cern of the French government as well 
as that of President Loubet. 


On hearing that the Austrian ambas- 


sador to the Vatican, Count Szecsen De 
Temerin, was ill the pope expressed his 
sorrow arid said he hoped it was not as 
serious as his own.case. When the pope 
was informed of Emperor Francis Jos- 
eph's dispatch, communicated to the Vat- 
ican by the Austrian embassy, -he said:

CARDINAL GIBBONS' TRinCTE. 
BALTIMORE, July Ii.—In speakim; of 


the pope's critical condition ti^lay, Car- 
dinal Gibbons said: 


"In the death of Pope Leo 1 shall lose 


a dear friend and father. I have known 
him for twenty years, and with an ever 
.ncrcasing admiration of his character. 
Pie had not only the unfailing sweetness 
and amiability of Pius IX, whim I also 
knew, though not so well; but he pos- 
sessed a much stronger character and 
was distinguished by a singular nobility 
of mind which made Ills inllucnce felt 
within the church and without. 1 have 
crossed the ocean back and forth, six- 
teen times, and my visits during the 
present pontiffate were specially memor- 
able, chiclly through by intercourse with 
the Holy Father, who was always most 
kind. It was impossible not to be im- 
pressed with his exalted and courageous 
spirit and the loftiness of his mind." 


As to his ability to reach Rome in 


time to participate in the election of a 
pope to succeed Leo he said: 


"Everything will depend upon the time 


of the pope's death. If he should pas* 
away at such a time as will enable me 
to catch a steamer at once or within a 
dav I should be able to make the journ- 
ey without difticulty. If nothing inter- 
fered I should be awe to reach Rome in 
nine days and that would be sullicient. 
The conclave must begin to sit within 
ten days, but, even if I did r.fll reach the 
Vatican until eleven days, 1 should still 
be in time as there would be the allow- 
ance of the one day grace. Thus every- 
thing depends upon catching the steam 
ship in time." 


Cardinal Gibbons expressed the opin- 


ion that ill view of the pope's long ex- 
pected demise everything had been ar- 
ranged to expedite the work of the con- 
clave in uhoosing a successor.

dinal priest by Pope Leo on June 7 
1S80.

Attack on Jail to Secure 


Negro and Lynch Him. 


MOB HOLDS SWAY; 


POLICE POWEELESS 


Thousands Patrol Streets Seeking 


Vengeance on Patrolman Massey's 


Slayer—Houses of Colored 


People Bombarded. 


EVANSVILLE, Indv July 6—This 


city is quiet this morning and there are 
:o signs of the mob violence that agitat- 
ed the population all of last night. Busi- 
ness is moving into the even tenor of its 
way. A trip in the business section re- 
veals the fact that much damage was 
done to numerous stores, especially to 
the hardware houses, many 
of whieh 


,vero entered and robbed of guns and am- 
munition. Thousands of shots were fir- 
ed duriug the night, but so far as learn- 
ed no one was killed although a number 
of people are said to have geen wounded. 
Several .negroes were caught by mobs 
and almost beaten to death before the 
police could save them. 


The chief demonstration of the night 


was an attack upon the county jail be- 
tween 10 and 1 o'clock. 
Several thou- 


sand men crowded the streets before the 
buiMing, and finally obtained entrance 
through the fortified gates to the yard 
where they began to batter the windows 
of the jail. EIForts to prevent this were 
futile, mid the crowd held sway, the po 
lice of the city being occupied with pre 
renting the sightseers from invading the 
front part of the building and ransack 
ing the sheriff's residence. 


After -the- mob was thoroughly satis- 


fied fn:it L. 0. Brown, the murderer of 
Patrolman Masscy, was not in the build- 
ing they separated into squads of forty 
and fifty and paraded the downtown dis- 
trict until daylight, shooting promiscu- 
ously and visiting the negro 
quarters. 


Negrm-s are terrorized. 


The local company of the state militia 


has been ordered out and will be rein- 
forced liy companies from southern In 
diaua. 


NEGRO TELLS POLICEMAN. 


The trouble which has been brewing 


for months came to n crisis Friday when 
Lee Brown, a negro shot and killed Pa- 
trolman Masscy. v:Iu> was trying to ar- 
rest him when bent 0:1 the murder of a 
man with whom be had quarreled. The 
cry of vengeance followed. 
. nc negro was secretly removed from 


the city .yesterday and taken to Vincon- 
nf.s. Patrolman Massey 
died in agony 


and yesterday morning the crowds refus- 
ing to credit statements of the officials 
that the negro was not in the jail and 
forcing an entrance searched the place, 
finding the negro gone. There was a cry 
of 'Ki" the negroes." and arms were de- 
manded. A company of armed negroes 
aroused by the race troubles, inarched 
through 
the 
streels shouting ''Down 


with the whites," and threatening death 
to all who should hang the negro. 


Then started a rush for the gun stores 


by the whites. Three were broken open 
and 300 riiles and. revolvers with ammu- 
nition wore seized. From this time on 
the mob paraded the streets until day- 
ii.qht. 


Just after dawn the mob began bom- 


barding the houses of colored people in 
Baptist town and the police had reports 
that many people were wounded in a, 
battle that followed, and that there are 
probably some deaths. The police 
ob- 


tained no names. 


The Evansville members of 'the state 


troops were called out today to prevent 
further rioting. The governor issued the 
order. 
There was nothing for the troops 


to do and they went back to work. They 
will be on duty again tonight-. • There 
were a few outbreaks today and several 
white men fired through the windows of 
houses occupied by negroes. Several ne- 
gro families have baricaded their homes 
in expectation of renewed trouble. Fire 
arms in four hardware stores were con- 
fiscated hist eight but it is not known 
whether the whites or blacks did it. 


EXPECT FURTHER TROUBLE. 


CINCINNATI, July 0.—The Times dis- 


patch from EvmisvUle, 
Inil., says the 


city is quieter today but further trou- 
ble is expected tonight as the negroes 
are arming themselves to prevent a-repe- 
tition of last night's riots. It is report- 
ed that a meeting has been called by 
negroes to orgiuiize defensic. The troops 
are assembling and will be in rendlnoHS 
for any demonstration. 


The grand jury has indicted Lee Brown 


the negro murderer, for t.hfe killing of 
Patrolman Masscy. A rumor was started 
that Brown would be returned to the city 
this evening for trial. Preparations were 
at once made 'to have a body of armed 


men meet all incoming trains this evening 
to search for him. Judge Raachan said 
that Brown will not be returned here- 
now.

This Afternoon. 


HAD NOT .BEEN SEEN 


SINCE LAST THURSDAY 


Body Had Commenced to Decompose— 


Police Notified and Break in Door 


-Deceased Quite Melancholy 


Last Few Months. 


Leaves Track North of Kenosha 


While Going at Fast Speed-- 


JFive Slightly Hurt, 


Three-quarters 
of a mile north of 


Kcnosha yesterday afternoon, there was 
a wreck on the Milwaukee, Racine & 
Kenosha line of the Milwaukee Electric 
Railway & Light company, nearly re- 
sulting in a number of people being kill- 
ed. As it was five were slightly injur- 
ed. 


One of the large new ears, containing 


seventy passengers, left Kenosha about 
2 o'clock. Most of the passengers were 
bound for the Central park, where a 
large picnic was in progress. 


When running fast and going around 


a short curve, the car suddenly left the 
track and crashed into a telephone pole, 
breaking 
it off and smashing 
in the 


front of the car. Instantly a panic'en- 
sued, men, women and children leaping 
and getting off the car as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 


In the excitement five persons were 


slightly injured. One girl was crushed 
about the stomach: a man had his elbow 
hurt; a woman was bruised on the back; 
a boy struck his hand against a window 
and cut it. and a man was jarred about 
the back. All were able to walk away. 


The car was damaged and tile front 


trucks went into the ditch. Passengers 
leaving Kenosha or going to that city 
were obliged to walk three-quarters of a 
mile, traffic between the wreck and Ken- 
osha being suspended until after eight 
o'clock last night when the big car was 
got on-the track. The 
officers 
of the 


railway company state that they do not 
know what ca.uscd the accident.

Beck, was found dead behind the kitchen 
stove at her home 50t 
fiixth 
street, 


about 1:30 o'clock this afternoon. The 
body was only attired in under clothes, 
the face! terribly discolored from morti- 
fication and there was some blood ooz- 
ing from the mouth; besides the body 
was badly bloated. She had been missing 
since last week- Thursday. 


It a.ppears that one week ago today 


Ira D. Mead and W. H. Warner of Wau- 
kegan, 111., engaged rooms of Mrs. Beck. 
They noticed that she had not been about 
the place since Thursday of last week, 
neglecting to visit their rooms and make 
up the beds, but they thought perhaps . 
she had gone away visiting and said 
nothing. 


Fourth of July they began to grow sus- 


picious that something bad happened. 
They tried the kitchen doors, but were 
not able to gain access. They made in- 
quiries of neighbors who told them that 
Mrs. Beck never went away visiting. This 
morning they ascertained that her horse 
was at the stable and had been fed by 
hired men and she had not been there 
after the horse at all. 


At 1 o'clock this afternoon they noti- 


fied the police. 
Officer Harms went'to 


the Beck home, broke in the rear kitchen 
door and there discovered the body lay- 
ing behind the stove, the head to the 
south and feet -to the norih. She lay on 
her back. There was nothing about the 
place to indicate that she had committed 
suicide and so far as could be seen there 
were no marks of violence on the body. 
From the appearance of the body it look- 
ed as if the woman had been taken sick, 
that she was in the kitchen preparing 
some warm drink, fell over in a fit and 
died, but Coroner Hoyle ha-s been notified 
and taken charge of the body and Dr. 
Sorenson will make an examination to de- 
cide upon the cause of death. 


Mrs. Beck was between 05 and 70 years 


of age. Her hujbnnd the late John E. 
Beck, was a merchant tailor and later a 
saloon keeper. On account- of his habits, 
the court named Mrs. Beck as his guar- 
dian. He died. Two wills were presented 
io the county court. The first one was 
where deceased had left the bulk of his 
property to his sister and the other will, 
presented weeks later, left overything to- 
Mrs. Beck. In the latter will the name 
of the deceased was hardly eligible. When 
luclge Heck heard the matter he declar- 
ed that the last will was not the will 
of John E. Beck. Then he allowed Mrs. 
Beck's final account of guardian at S2.000 
nstead of $3,000 as presented. 


Since that time Mrs. Beck has boen 


downhearted mid rather melancholy, still 
she never intimated that, she would end 
her life. There are no children. 


T)r. Sorenson made a casual examina- 


tion this afternoon and came to the con- 
clusion that death resulted from natural 
onuses. 


A report, having reached iho ears of 


Coroner Hoyle that a quarrel was heard 
in the appartmcnts of Mrs. Beck last Fri- 
day night, Dr. Sorenson was instructed 
to call in another physician and make a- 
i-evy careful examination. 


The body has been removed to the

Tlit night of July 3, 1903, will long be 


remembered by the people of Kacine. It 
will pa=s down into history as a remark- 
able one for fires and the fact that moit 
of the number were of incendiary origin. 
Although only barns were fired the loss 
will exceed 59,000. At first it was be-1 
licvcd that the fires were started by a 
gang of thieves following Ringling Bros. 
circsus, tlie object being to attract peo- 
ple from their homes and commit burg- 
lary, but this supposition was dispelled, 
for not a single attempt at robbery was 
made. 
Then tho belief prevailed that 


some crank or gang of boys, out on o 
Fourth of July tear, did the work, hut 
so far as Fire Marshal James Cape and 
Chief of Police Pfister have been able to 
ascertain, after a very careful investiga- 
tion, nothing of a definite nature has 
been unearthed. The fact remains the 
same, however, that malicious persons 
were bent on burning the south part of 
the city, for no less than four large 
barns, all containing from ten to twen- 
tv-five head of horses, were fired, and 
they are located in a thickly populated 
district and close together. Then again 
an attempt was made to burn the old 
plant of the Racine Fire Engine com- 
pany. 
' 
: 


So rapid did the alarms come in that 


the firemen would no sooner get through 
with one conflagration than they would 
be obliged to start for another, in fact 
the teams were not unhitched in many 
instances. The work soon commenced to 
tell upon the teams and one of the chem- 
ical hor.-es went lame and could not be 
used. The men were about fagged out 
and although the. fire? never got beyond 
the buildings in which they started, it 
can be attributed to the good judgment 
of Fire Marshal Cape and his men, also 
to the fortunate circumstance that no 
wind prevailed. The fire marshal took 
the precaution to always have one tire 
company ready in the chemical house in 
case fire should break out in the cen- 
tral part of the city. 


When fires broke out in rapid succes- 


sion 
citizens became greatly 
alarmed. 


'William H. Pugh and a large number of 
others having barns filled with horses 
and valuable property, immediately put 
on watchmen; Chief of Police 1'fistcr got 
out in a horse and buggy and all of his 
spare men were notified to keep their 
eyes open and arrest all suspicious look- 
ing characters seen lurking about barns, 
or other buildings. Xone were detected 
and no arrests were made an.d there were 
EO more fires after midnight and the 
populace, while grea.tiy excited and talk 
ing of lynching the guilty, if caught 
gradually cooled down and came to the 
conclusion that the fires were set by a 
ci'.ink or perhaps boys.

Any national law against adulterated 


foods and drinks will not contain the 
provisions of foreign ones in this regard. 
The law of Germany for instance pro- 
vides that adulterated stuffs shall not 
be used in Germany, all such may be 
shipped abroad as desired. It is in this 
respect, rather provision, that results in 
adulterated liquors, especially wines be- 
ing liberally shipped to this country and 
which under a law passed last 
winter 


may he stopped by the government. Eu- 
ropean countries have left perfectly free 
to embargo our products, but 'when we 
desire to protect ourselves, always a 
fierce protest goes up. But there would 
be a failure if our agricultural depart- 
ment did not seek to fully protect our 
products whether of food or drink when 
congress has placed a very affective wea- 
pon in their hands. As to the equity of 
the thing, if Germany or England or 
France or Russia rules out any of our 
products alleging 
adulteration, under

petition will be received, but Alexander 
III would never have received such a 
petition. 
The petition from the C4uild 


Hall meeting, called by the lord mayor 
of London 1S91 wa3 returned through 
the foreign office as being inconvenient. 
The foreign office hopes the Araerica-ns 
will not invite'such a slight. They would 
resent an anti-lynclung petition. 


The foreign office has no special inter- 


est in the question except a desire that 
international relations remain unharm- 
ed since the matter is purely domestic 
and belongs to another ministerial de- 
partment. 


In an article which in official circles 


is declared to be inspired, the Novoe Vre- 
meya, combats the "Claim of the United 
States government that Rusia 
should 


prant American Jews free access *:o the 
Russian territory." 


The ICovoe Vremeya declares that if 


all American citizens were admitted to 
Russia, "It would not be long before 
thousands of Jews who have left Russia 
for various reasons would 
reflock 
to 


Russia in the guise of American citizens 
just as they are doing in Roumania, Bul- 
garia and Turkey. If Russia acceded to 
ihe United States wish it could not re- 
fure to grant similar privileges in the 
case of other.;countries and would soon 
•undergo a perfect invasion oi foreign 
Jews." 


The JTovoe Vremeya, also refers to the 


United States restricting immigration 
and concludes: 


"While Russia in no way assumes the 


right, of criticising the internal measures 
of the United States, it, <m the other 
hand, will not tolerate the least interfer- 
ence in its private affairs on the part of 
Americans. 


TO SEVER RELATIONS.

25,000,000,000 of bacteria in six spot" 
of milk. 


A delegate jokingly inquired of the 


doctor if thore wag a market for these 
bacteria. 


He at once replied, "Yes, they are 


sold as cheese at 12 cents per pound." 
The doctor went on to state that the 
time had come when they must preach 
the doctrine of more care in the dairies. 
They must apply English temperature 
conditions throughout from the time 
the milk left the; cow until the cheese 
was put on the market. He thought 60 
or 65 degrees F. should be insisted up- 
on for cheese. . For .butter .making a 
lower temperature would be advisable. 


Butter of HiBh Color. 


It is a very rare thing that an or- 


dinary cow will not give a well colored 
butter when she is fed on good fresh 
gross and clover pasture, says the 
Practical Farmer, but cows differ in 
this respect to more or less extent. This 
important qualification of a cow may 
be said to be of much value, not only 
for the high popular appreciation of 
such yellow colored butter, but equally 
for the reason that this high color goes 
as well with a specially fine aromatic

This immediately raises the average 
standard of production and tends, by 
aid of the laws of heredity, to increase 
the producing capacity of the descend- 
ants of cows retained for dairy pur- 
poses.
